Only One Way

Taft's 30-minute address to a 


police-estimated 
crowd of more 


than 2,000 in Springfield'* 2.600- 
seat Memorial Hall was broadcast 
and telecast nation-wide. 


It was Taft's first speech since 


the July convention defeat that 
embittered,many of his backers. 
Associates described his tour as 
an all-out attempt to swing his 
disappointed supporters to "Ike." 


"During the campaign I expect 


to speak on all the issues, corrup-

One of the chief factors in mak-

Periodically a bell jangles as «. 


warning to all workers on the as- 
sembly line to pause for a few 
momenta.

Complaining Will Cause You Trouble 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


I havs heard people 
complain 


about being too rich, but I must 
admit I have never suffered from 
this complaint. I have seen other 
sufferers, however—that is, at the 
bridge table. South suffered from 
this rare complaint in the hand 
shown today. 


West opened the jack of hearts, 


East put up the queen, and South 
won with the ace. South could see 
lots of pleasant finesses to take in 
the black suits, so he entered dum- 
my with the king of diamonds to 
try the spade finesse. 


West won with the king of spades 


and promptly returned a diamond 
since his partner had dropped the 
queen of diamonds on dummy's 
king. This forced out dummy's ace 
of diamonds, and left the contract 
dependent on the 
club finesse. 


When this failed the opponents 
took a trick in each suit, setting 
the contract. 


South's trouble was that he was 


too rich.for his own good. Take 
the two black aces out of the 
South hand, and give them to 
West in exchange for the two 
black kings. 
With this change, 


South is poorer, but he will never 
dream of losing his contract. 


South's natural play »(ter w|n. 


ning the ace of hearts is to lead 
a low trump in order to force out 
West's ace (assuming West has 
both black aces). West can cash 
a heart and switch to diamonds, 
but dummy wins with the king of 
diamond*, draws trumps, 
and 


knocks out the ace of clubs. Dum- 
my's ace of diamonds remains as 
an entry would establish clubs. 


A really fine declarer would not 


be bothered by having aces instead 
of kings. The correct play in the 
original hand is to win with the 
ace of hearts, cash the ace of 
spades, and then lead a low spade.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Diseased Tonsils, Adenoids 
Must Be Surgically Treated 


Everyone is born with tonsils 


and adenoids, but these tissues do 
not always have to be removed. 
Both tonsils and adenoids often 
can be left where they are all 
through life without producing any 
apparent harm. 


A reader asks: "What good are 


tonsils? What is their function? 
Does it hurt a child to go through 
life 
without 
them? 
Are 
you 


healthier with your tonsils?" 


The tonsils are small lumps or 


nodes,' lying in the back of the 
throat, made up of certain-kinds 
of cells which classify them as 
lymphoid 
tissue. 
They 
are of 


doubtful value and have very little 
function, though they may 'trap 
and perhaps destroy germs enter- 
ing the breathing system. 


But so far as one can tell, it does 


not "hurt a child to go through 
life without them." Furthermore, 
to answer the final question, there 
is litlle reason to believe that one 
is healthier with the tonsils than 
without them—in fact sometimes 
one is healthier without them. 


Sometimes the removal of the 


tonsils and adenoids has to be se- 
riously considered. The tonsils can 
become 
chronically 
inflammed, 


and frequently in such cases look 
normal on the surface but have 
deep-seated infection within them. 


In fact, chronic infection may 


cause the tonsils to appear shrunk- 


en and still pour poison into the 
system. In such cases, especially 
if rheumatism, injury to the kid- 
neys, or other damage is suspected, 
the tonsils should generally come 
out. 
.In acute tonsillitis, the tonsils 
become inflamed and swollen. Ton- 
sils are not removed at the time 
when they are acutely inflamed. 
If, however, acute attacks develop 
frequently and signs of danger to 
other parts of the body appear, 
then these tonsils too may need to 
be removed. 


INTERFERE WITH BREATHING 


The adenoids are made up of tis- 


sue much like that of the tonsils. 
This tissue lies in the back part of 
the nose. The adenoids, like the 
tonsils, may harbor germs and 
cause chronic infeclion. 


In children, particularly, 
they 


may be large enough 'to interfere 
with breathing through the nose- 
most mouth breathers have en- 
larged adenoids. The adenoids can 
be, and usually are, removed at 
the same time as the tonsils. 


Definitely diseased tonsils and 


adenoids should be removed surgi- 
cally. They are sometimes treated 
with X-ray, by coagulation with an 
electric needle, or by radium (in 
the case of adenoids), but these 
methods are not used as often 
surgical removal.

Has Edge in Slate Now; Ike Coming Fast 


CHICAGO W» — The collective 


opinion of Illinois newspapers and 
election correspondents is t h a t 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson has a slight 
edge over Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower in IllinoiB. 


A survey, conducted county .by 


county, showed that the state's 27 
electoral votes are in the doubtful 
column but lean slightly toward/the 
Democratic standard-bearer. 


In 1948, President Truman car 


ried the state by a narrow margin 
over Thomas E. Dewey.

The survey showed that at least 


43 Illinois daily and weekly news- 
papers of a total of 88 which were 
surveyed are supporting Eisen- 
hower, the Republican presidential 
candidate. Only four are support- 
ing Stevenson. A number of news- 
papers remain undecided, or have 
not yet made known their choice. 


Give Choice 


Of the 43 actively supporting Eis- 


enhower, seven predicted 
that 


Stevenson would carry their coun- 
ty. Of the four supporting Steven- 
son, one predicted 
Eisenhower 


would carry that county. 


In the survey. The Associated 


Press sent a questionnaire to all 
its member daily newspapers in 
the state. 


In counties not covered by a 


m e m b e r daily newspaper, the 
questionnaire was sent to the reg- 
ular AP election correspondent in 
that county. These include editors 
or staff members of other daily 
and weekly newspapers, member 
radio stations, and a few county 
clerks. 


Nearly all these correspondents 


have been reporting their county 
election results for many years. 


The newspapers and other cor- 


respondents were asked: 


"If the election were held now, 


how do you think your county 
would go?" 


List Percentages 


They were asked to list the per- 


centage of their county's presiden- 
tial vote they believed would go to 
each candidate. 


These percentages then were fig- 


ured on the basis of the county's 
total presidential vote in 1948. All 
the counties of the state then were 
tabulated, and the total percentage 
figure was computed. 


In the counties where there is 


more than one daily newspaper 
member, each was invited to par- 
ticipate. The average percentage 
for that county then was computed 
from their estimates.. 


In 10 of the state's 102 counties, 


newspapers declined to make an 
estimate, asserting it is too early 
in the campaign. In these 10 cases, 
the figures for 1948 were used. Al- 
most all of these were compara- 
tively small counties. None was a 
large county.

"Taft was a strong favorite 
icre for the Republican nomina- 
tion. The trend to Eisenhower is 
moving very slowly, but will gain 
speed as the campaign progress- 
es." 


John Dreiske of the Chicago Sun- 


Times estimated that Stevenson 
would carry Cook county (Chica- 
go) by a majority more than dou- 
ble the majority by which Truman 
carried the county in 1948. 


"In view of the fact that, plus 


Democratic strength here, this is 
Stevenson's home state, that ma- 
jority can be justified," DreisUe 
said. "This also is a center of Taft 
sentiment which could cut down 
Ike.

State college said the accidental 
spilling of a chemical compound 
designed for quite another use had 
paved the way for making dyes 
that inciease the water-repcllency 
of wool by 60 times and of cotton 
by 12 times—without any change 
m the texture or 
the materials.

(Jljnethods commonly used today wa- 


terproofing is applied after the 
fabric is dyed, and that most have 
a shorter lasting waterproof effect 
than the new dyes 


Xot Vet Available 


DeWitt declared the dyes aie not 


yet available for commercial use, 
but would probably have first ap- 
plication in awnings, tents and 
umbrellas. He said they should 
have application for treating cloth- 
•ig fabrics — with potentialities 
for increasing their durability — 
but he declared it may be neces- 
sary to modify the composition of 
present dry cleaning materials in 


order to clean fabrics colored by 
these dyes. 


Explaining th« '/accidentl" dis- 


covery, the chemical engineer told 
this story: 


Five years ago, he and one of 


his graduate students were working 
on the refining of copper ore by a 
so-called "flotation" process in 
which particles of copper aie 
caused to "float" on the top of a 
complex chemical mix. 


Oily Compound 


They devised a compound that 


would produce an oily film around 
the copper particles and at the 
same time color them so they 
could be seen readily. 


Some of the special compound 


spilled on the laboratory floor. It 
was mopped up with a cloth, color- 
ing it in spots. Later, when the 
same cloth was used to wipe up 
some water, it was found that the 
colored portions of the fabric re- 
sisted wetting. 


DeWitt-said the water-iepellant 


qualities of the new compounds will 
remain in the material as long 
as the dye — an improvement, he 
said, over the most current water- 
proofing agents. He said the latter 
have to be re-applied each time 
the fabric is cleaned.

turned up in Moscow a month ago 
there was a strong belief here, 
which persists today, that he wcnl 
with his hand out and that most 
likely he sought one of two things:
